A Spirited Debate in the House on
the Question of New Rules.

SPEAKER REED CALLED A TYRART

By Demoeratic Orators, While Republicans
Warmiy Defend Him.

KO SATISFACTION PROM HARRISON

To be Obtnined by Pennsyivania Congressmen Who
Visit the White Hoease.

A protracted and somewhat bitter debate
on the new code of rules took place in the
House yesterday, A test vole was made on
the reading of the journal. Only one
Democrat voted, although 72 were counted
as present and not voting.

WaAsSEINGTON, February 12.—The Honse
met at 11 o’clock this morning in continua-
tion of yesterdsy’s session, The debate on
the proposed code of rules was continued by
Mr. Docxery of Missouri in the vein of
earnesteriticism.
